The 
quotation of Washington State oats at the 
same figure as Edmonton is not a proof 
that they are of equal quality, which they 
are not : but as long as an unlimited quant- 
ity of Washington oats can be procured at 
these and slightly lower prices and as long 
as the coast is Edmonton’s only market, 
we will have to be satisfied. The price at 
which Washington oats can be laid down is 
the price that will govern Edmonton oats.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


The time for the annual municipal 
elections is approaching. No very 
great interest appears to be manifested 
in regard to positions on the council 
board. Several members of the pre- 
sent council have expressed their in- 
tention of not offering themselves at 


the coming elections, and new aspir- 
ants have not yet put on their war 
paint. It is creditable to Edmonton 
that there is not that unseemly thirst 
for public honors and office amongst 
its citizens which prevails in many 
places. But it will be quite as un- 
fortunate if the men who carry the 
business of the town on their shoulders 
decline to take part in the management 
of municipal affairs, whether by reason 
of press of private business or the mere 
dislike to enter upon the turmoil of a 
contest. If the men who make the 
town do not take action to protect their 
interests—which are the public inter- 
ests—in municipal affairs, they cannot 
reasonably expect others to do it for 
them, and if the right men do not come 
forward the wrong men certainly will. 
It isa mistake to think lightly of the 
position of a municipal councillor. 
Those who speak most lightly of the 
position are frequently the ones who 
talk most loudly of the iniquity of 
municipal politics and complain most 
persistently of the ill management of 
municipal affairs. The only way to 
cure municipal evils 1s to secure the 
election of the right men to act on 
right principles, and this cannot be 
done except the electors bestir them- 
selves at election times. 

There are many things connected 
with the future welfare of the place 
that the incoming council will have to 
deal with. These matters should be 
discussed by the electors and prospec- 
tive candidates before the election and 
some policy agreed upon regarding 
them. There is the bridge question ; 
the first on the list at the present time 
and probably the most important. Is 
it intended to let matters drift, or to 
use all proper exertions to secure the 
bridge in such a position as it will be 
of greatest benefit to the place, even at 
What isto be the policy 
matters to run 


some cost 
as to ferries. Are 
as they have done, or is there to be a 
reduced charge or a free ferry? What 
of the electric railway for which a 
charter was granted last session by the 
Dominion parliament. Although the 
charter isin the name ofa company, 
the town is the backbone of the scheme 
and is given a certain amount of con- 
trol? The question of permanent right 
of way to the river is not yet settled, 
although some progress has been made 
in that direction. This is a matter 
that should be concluded with the least 
possible delay. Besides and above all 
these and other minor matters is the 
great question of economy in the ad- 
ministration of the civic affairs. The 
town is new and a great deal had to be 
done in a short time to provide the 
necessary sidewalks, graded streets, fire 
protection, etc. To keep the taxes 
down will require good management 
and a proper economy. Particularly 
it will be necessary to consider what 
any work will cost, and whether or not 
the money is available to pay for it, 
before it is undertaken. It is not 
business to incur a liability and then 
depend upon a vote of the ratepayers 
for a loan to cover the expenditure. If 
any expenditure is to be made beyond 
what the ordinary revenue will meet, 
it should be sanctioned by the rate- 
payers before it is incurred, and then 
kept within the limits of the amount 
sanctioned. The small leaks should be 
stopped. Ten dollars here and twenty 
there mount upto be an important 
sum in the course of a year, and it all 
comes out of the ratepayer in the end. 
It isto be hoped that the electors will 
consider these and like points between 


now and election day and use such judg- 
ment in the support of the several candi- 
dates as will secure an energetic, effi- 
cient, and economical administration of 
our affairs during the coming year. 
Edmonton is no one horse town. It is 
a place of good standing and big am- 
bitions, Whether or not Edmonton 
will become the chief city of the North- 
west depends very greatly on the 
course taken now in its commercial and 
municipal affairs. The new council 
will be able to do a great deal to make 
or mar the future of the place and ne- 
cessarily therefore that of every property 
holder in it. Now is the time 
to secure a good council, not after elec- 


tion day. 


DISCRIMINATING RATES. 
The price of Edmonton oats in Van- 
couver as quoted by the Winnipeg 
Commercial, is $24 a ton, the freight is 
$7.00 a ton, sacks at 3c a bushel 
$1.80, handling at a cent a bushel 60c, 


selling commission at 10 per cent.$2.40. 
Total deductions $11.80, making vaiue 
in warehouse at Edmonton $12.20 a 
ton or 202 cents per bushel. It will 
thus be seen that the price of oats at 
the coast must rise or the freight rates 
drop before any great improvement 
can be looked for in farmers’ prices 
here, that is supposing the Commercial’s 
quotation to be correct. If the redpe- 
tion of the freight rate to the figure 
to which Edmontonis entitled according 
to the computed mileage, namely 28c 
per hundred, were given, it would 
make a difference in the value here of 
21 cents a bushel, a very important 
consideration at the present time. The 
people of Edmonton do not want the 
C. P. R. to contribute 24c to them on 
every bushel of grain hauled west, but 
they also decidedly object to contri- 
buting to the C.P.R. 2} cents on every 
bushel of their grain hauled west more 
than the same company charges farm- 
ers in other parts of the Territories for 
hauling like grain for a like distance to 
alike point. The reduction made in 
the rates last year by the company 
was of great benefit to this district by 
establishing a feeling of confidence in 
access to the western market and en- 
abling our produce to be marketed, as 
could not have been.

But the subsequent drop 
prices leaves us nearly as badly off as 
before, and demands the further re- 
duction to the rate given on eastbound 
freight for the same computed distance. 
Aside from this consideration, however, 
Edmonton ‘is entitled to the same rate 
west as other places are given east, and 
until it is given that rate it is being 
discriminated against by the railway 


company.

During the past summer three fer- 
ries were operated between Edmonton 
and the south side, one at the old cross- 
ing at the fort and two at the lower 


terry crossing in front of the town, 
within a hundred yards of each other. 
These two ferries were not both running 
at that place because one would not 
have carried the traffic. They were 
there representing competing interests. 
When the ferry that formerly ran 
below Fraser & Co’s. mill was 
removed to its present site, a great 
deal of valuable trade was lost to this 
place by reason of the change, giving 
the settlers east of the town and south 
of the river a much longer road to 
reach town. If the business will war- 
rant the running of three ferries—as it 
apparently did last year—it would be 
well,if the charges are reduced, to place 
one of the three at the old crossing be- 
low the mill, to shorten the distance to 
people living east, to give ready access 
to the mill and to give the easiest grade 
up the hill to town. The interests of 
the town demand that customers be 
given the best possible facilities for 
reaching it, and certainly a ferry cross- 
ing there would greatly assist business 


with the settlers to the east.

The Winnipeg Free Press alludes editori- 
ally to the Winnipeg Nor’ Wester, as “* The 
Thing, which may now be considered the 
organ of Messrs. Rogers, Daly and Camp- 
bell, et al.” The Winnipeg nest is pretty 
small for the three little birds. 

Manitoba and the Territories shipped 
this year 30,000 cattle, 10,000 hogs, 3,500 
sheep and 200 horses. Shipments last year 
were 18,000 cattle, 3,700 hogs, 89 sheep and 
11 horses. Of the cattle shipped this year, 
about one-half were froin Manitoba, and the 
balance from the Territories. The hogs 
were about all from Manitoba,and the sheep 
and horses all from the Territories. 

A protest against the election of J. F. 
Betts for Prince Albert has been filed by 
his, opponent James Taylor, the grounds 
being that a poll was not held at one of the 
polling places specified in the returning 
officer's proclamation and that sutficient 
polling places were not provided in the 
eastern part of the district for the number 
of voters there. It appears that it was 
physically impossible to hold the poll at Ce- 
dar lake,the place where no votes were cast. 
Mr. Betts’ majority as counted was 72. 

Winnipeg Commercial: For the  pur- 
pose of securing the rapid transport of 
dressed hogs, poultry, butter. cheese, etc., 
between Manitoba and British Columbia 
points, the Canadian Pacific railway com- 
pany has decided to despatch a special car 
from Winnipeg at intervals during the win- 
ter, tocarry such produce. This car is de- 
signed to carry less than car lots, and will 
take the place of the refrigerator car service 
in the summer. Lots of the products nam- 
ed will be picked up at any point on the 
main line between Winnipeg and Moose 
Jaw, destined for shipment to Canmore and 
points west thereof to the coast. This 
special car service will leave Winnipeg on 
the following dates: November 29th, 
December 13th and 27th, January 10th and 
94th, February 7th and 2Ist, March 7th. 
The refrigerator car service over this route 
during the past summer season,carried 700,- 
000 pounds of butter, cheese and eggs. All 
this was taken fromstations between Winni- 
peg and Moose Jaw inclusive, on the main 

line, for British Columbia points.
